Mr. James K. Brown, Civil Engineer, died suddenly at 
his home in Mt. Washington, Pittsburg, Pa., on Dec. 3 
Mr. Brown was born in Philadelphia in 1850, and for the 
past 25 years had been actively engaged in railway con- 
struction. 

Mr. A. C. Hutchinson, President of the Morgan’s Louisi- 
ana & Texas R. R. & Steamship Co., died at his home in 
New Orleans, La., on Dec. 7. Mr. Hutchinson was largely 
instrumental in bringing about the improvement of the 
Texas harbors, and also in connecting New Orleans with 
Texas by railway. He was 69 years of age. 

Mr. Amos Tenney, formerly a railway contractor and 
promoter, died Dec. 6 at his home in Brooklyn, N. Y., in 
his 88th year. He was born in Marlow, N. H., and came 
to New York in 1851 and engaged in various railway en- 
terprises. He was one of the promoters and builders of 
the Chicago & East Illinois R. R., of which road he was 
later Treasurer. 


Mr. Albert C. Barney, of the car building firm of Barney 
& Smith, of Dayton, O., died at Monte Carlo on Dec. 7. 
Mr. Barney had been suffering for several months from 
heart disease. He had been in Paris for a short time and 
went to Monte Carlo to better his condition. Upon ar- 
riving at the railway station he collapsed, but he lingered 
until Saturday, Dec. 7, when he expired. 


Mr. William H. Purdy, ex-Commissioner of Public 
Works of the City of Chicago, died at his home in that 
city on Dec. 4. Mr. Purdy was a resident of Baltimore 
before he went to Chicago in 1857, and for many years 
was Assistant Superintendent of Machinery of the Illinois 
Central R. R. Retiring from the railway business, he was 
appointed Commissioner of Public Works. 


Mr. James C. Clarke, ex-President of the Mobile & Ohio 
R. R., died os: the home of his daughter, Mrs. E. T. Jeffry, 
in Chicago, on Dec. 8, of Bright's disease. He was born 
in Montgomery county, Md., in 1824, and entered railway 
service in 1844 with the Baltimore & Ohio R. R. He saw 
service as an engineer, conductor, station agent and train- 
master, and in 1855 he came to the Illinois Central R. R., 
with which company he was associated for nearly 40 
years, save for a brief interval in the early seventies, 


when he was Vice-President and General Manager of the 
Erie. Mr. Clarke retired from the Presidency of the Mo- 
bile & Ohio R. R. in 1898 

Mr. Rufus B. Nally, Civil and Mining Engineer, gradu 
ate of the University of Georgia, class of ’97, 
died at St. Joseph's Infirmary in Atlanta, Ga.. on Nov 
2S. Mr. Nally was a member of the class of 1898 of the 
University of Georgia, but left before completing his course 
to accept a position as a civil engineer with the Southern 
Ry., returning to that University in the fall of 1896 to 
finish studies.
